DEEP SEA SECRETS. 


Important Discoveries Made in 
the Pacific Ocean. 


y Teteresting Facts Learned About 
the Waters Along Our Western 
Coast —Singular Changes 
Occurring.

The United States steamer Albatross 
lat eompleted a survey of certain 
sof the Pacific Which have never 

, ubjected heretofore to scientific 
‘xesuination. There isalarge portion 
of «¢ Pacific ocean lying off the north- 


, west coast of South America which has 
| ne" 


er been examined as to its fauna, 
tem>rature and currents. The Alba- 
. with Lietttenant Commander Z. L. 
_ Tanner in command and Prof. Agassiz, 
the srreatest living naturalist, repre- 
senting the United States fish commis- 
sion, was sent to discover what these 
| waters contain on the surface, at the 
- bottom and in the intermediate depths. 
The first work was done, says the 
Chicago Post, between Panama bay and 

| the Cocos and Malpelo islands, off the 
| coast of Eevador. On March 20 work 
_was begun outside of these waters, 
reaching from Cape San Francisco, on 
the coast of Ecuador, tothe Galapagos 
islands, and thence on up to Acapulco, 
Mex., along the coast of the latter 
country, through part of the Gulf of 
Celifornia and returning back [to 
Gmweymas. The work was thorongh 
atid Prof. Agassiz’s report will contain 
much interesting data.

SPOONS OF | BREAD. 


How the Reyrout staf of Life Serves Two 
Purp6ses. 
Ilere comes the bread-seller. Ie is 
one of a large class, and the flat, pan- 
cake-like loaves that he has in his bas- 
ket show how the Beyrout people make 
bread. The same flat cake, of varying 
size and thinness, is everywhere the 
form of bread in Palestine and Syria. 
When fresh it is very sweet and palat- 
able. buat when old, much like shavings, 
says a traveler writing in Mt. Nicholas. 

At some towns in Mount Lebanon the 
loaves are baked in circular form, 
about two feet across, and almost as 
thin as paper. It is related that once a 
foreigner, on eating his first meal in 
the mountains, took one of these loaves 
and spread it on his lap, thinking it was 
some new style of napkin. Strange as 
this seemed to the Syrian host, we can 
hardly be surprised at the mistake, for 
to our western eyes this thin, pliable 
sheet looks far more like cloth than 
bread. 

Now, this kind of bread has one great 
advantage, in that it does away with 
the necessity of using spoons.: Those 
sitting at dinner tear off a piece from 
the loaf, fold it as a cup. and then dip a 
portion of food from the general dish in 
the center of the table. devouring thus 
with each mouthfu! both spoon and con- 
tents. 

The housewives of Beyrout enjoy a 
touch of that convenient cooperation 
that is proposed by certain reformers of 
to-day; not that they take their meals 
in palatial public dining-rooms; but they 
do have public ovens, thus doing away 
with some of the household’s “private 
gear.” 

The dough is flattened out into disks 
of the proper size, and the boys or girls 
of the family put these on trays and 
carry them to the nearest oven; where 
they are soon baked on the smooth hot 
slabs. We cannot stop here to describe 
the various and interesting processes of 
bread making as they are practiced in 
the villages of Lebanon or in the 
Bedouin camp. Other things close at 
hand crowd upon our attention.
